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A $11 million bond issue to 
construct three new 
elementary schools and one 
new junior high will be placed 
on the June 11 ballot, Romulus 
school officials announced this 
week. 

The action to place the 
bonding question on the June 
ballot came at Monday night’s 
regular board meeting — after 
the board received 
notification that the proposal 
had been approved by the 
State Board of Education. 

School Supt. Robert L. 
McOngeghy said the 
$11,500,000 bond issue proposal 
will be paid on a 30-year loan 
rate. 

HE EMPHASIZED that the 
building of the three new 
schools will be paid by local 
millage, with no funding 
coming from state or federal 
agencies. 

Approval to place the 
bonding question on the ballot 
came from board members 
Jason P. Lovette, Gerald 
Budd. Carl Morris, Ronald 
Christensen, and Helen 
Hayes. 


Board member Mrs. Diane 
Boger, who objected to the 
wordage used in the ballot 
proposal, voted against the 
project. Jack A. Bath also cast 
a negative vote. 

AT THE PRESENT rate, 
Romulus Community Schools’ 
school millage tax rate is 
lower than surrounding school 
districts in Western Wayne 
County. 

Passage of the bond 
proposal would also provide 
“improvement funds” for 
existing school facilities. 

In urging citizen support, 
McConeghy said: “It is im- 
perative that the bond issue 
passes. Further delay in an 
affirmative vote will com- 
pound our already severe 
housing problems and greatly 
increase the eventual cost of 
construction.” 

IN 1963 THE district’s 
student enrollment was 
recorded at 4,310. According 
to the latest student 
tabulation, enrollment is 
about to top the 7,000 mark. 

School officials said if the 


district’s present equalization 
factor remains the same 
(1.77) and the June bond issue 
passes, the present school tax 


rate of 34.70 mills would be resulting in an increase of 
applied to the state about $37 over what the 
equalization property average home owner paid in 
valuation rating of $8,850, school taxes last year.

17 meeting. 

Samuel Turner of Detroit 
filed a motion to reconsider

the commissioner’s action on 
May 3 which directed the 
County Board of Auditors to 
withhold the balance of this 
vear’s millage allocation to 
HCMA. 

In- effect, the recon- 
sideration motion revokes the 
halt-payment order, a county 
representative said. The 
county’s installment payment 
on its $3 million millage 
allocation to the HCMA is not 
due, so the stop-payment 
order actually had little 
meaning, he added. 

THE BOARD of com- 
missioners adopted a 
resolution at its May 3 
meeting calling on the HCMA 
to acquire Belle Isle and a 
2,500-acre parkway in Western 
Wayne County. For emphasis, 
the board directed the 
auditors to withhold the 


county’s 15-mill allocation 
A spokesman for the HCMA 
said the board of com- 
missioners cannot legally 
withhold $2.4 million in tax 
funds from the authority.

The hassle over which of two 
ambulance contractors will 
serve Romulus may be set- 
tled. 

Romulus Mayor Hyle 
Carmichael said Monday he 
will not vote a motion by the 
Romulus City Council to 
recind the council’s approval 
of an ambulance contract with 
Superior Ambulance Co. 

The action gives General 
Ambulance Co. the city’s 
emergency vehicle contract 
by default. 

The hassle over the con- 
tracts started in early March 
when Superior, the city’s 
carrier for the past two years, 
threatened to withdraw 
services from the city unless 
the council approved a new 
contract. 

THE COUNCIL held a 
special meeting March 10, and 
ratified the contract with 
Superior. 

The contract called for full 
ambulance service at a cost of 
$4,200 per year. Si^rior 
agreed to station ambulances 
within the city limits of 
Romulus, in an effort to better 
service. 

General Ambulance came 
before the council later in the 
month with a presentation 
offering service at a cost of 


Dugan Lumber Yard 
is damaged by fire 


A fire which caused a 
considerable amount of

The council held a 
35-minute executive session 
during the regular council 
meeting, and decided to take 
the contract away from 
Superior in favor of General. 

The council recinded its 
motion of March 10 at the 
meeting, and approved the 
$4,000 contract with General 
Ambulance. Within days, 
Carmichael vetoed the 
recindng order, stating that 
the council was giving the city 
a bad name by backing down 
on a previously awarded 
contract. 

THE VETO was not 
overridden at the next council 
meeting, leaving the city with 
two ambulance contracts. 

Within days of the veto, 
representatives of General 
Ambulance came before the 
council to plead for the con- 
tract, stating that the sendee 
will be offered to the city while 
the contracts were being 
straightened out, and that the 
company would refund the 
$4,000 contract price at the end 
of the year. 

The council acted again at 
its May 1 meeting, recinding 
the Superior contract. 

“We could go on like this 
foverever,” Carmichael said, 
“and by vetoing, I’m leaving 
myself ’ opento criticism for 
costing the city $4,000. 

“I still think that Superior 
should have the contract, 
because we gave our word to 
them, but the council wants to 
change that, and there’s little 
I can do. 

COUNCILMAN James 
Stewart, who made the motion 
to recind the contract ap- 
proval, said: 

“The approval was given 
when only four councilmen 
were there for a special 
meeting 1 hink when a con-

Commissioner John Hertel 
(D-2nd District) proposed 
vesterday that the Public 
Safety and Judiciary com- 
mittees look into purchasing 
“stinger sticks” for the 
sheriffs department. 

Billed as a ’’less lethal’’ 
weapon than a gun, a stinger 
stick fires bean bag-like 
projectiles at suspects, in an 
effort to stun rather than to 
cfisable or kill. 

••I READ in the newspaper 
that these were used in Clark, 
N. J.,” explained Hertel, of 
Detroit. “They’re called ‘less 
lethal’ because they aren’t 
used to kill, though under 
certain circumstances, they 
could kill a victim. 

“I think these are a good 
idea for officers, because they 
make an officer’s decision to 
shoot or not to shoot easier. 

in many cases, an officer 
will hesitate to shoot a 
suspect, and ends up harmed 
himself because of his 
hesitation. This weapon 
removes some of the fear of 
harming by-standers with a 
gunshot, and may save some 
of our officers’ lives. 

“It isn’t the idea that I want 
to disarm the police, but I 
would like our officers to have 
an optional weapon for use in 
certain situations.” 


ACCORDING TO Wayne 
County Undersheriff Loren M. 
Pittman. Dade County, Fla., 
has used the ‘stinger stick.’ 

“From information we have 
received,” explained Pittman, 
“itappears as though the ideal 
range for this weapon is from 
25 feet to 50 feet. 

“At that range, it’s designed 
to knock down a suspect by 
firing a high velocity bean 
bag-like projectile If it 
happens that the victim is able 
to get up and flee the scene 
immediately, the bag is 
designed to excrete an in- 
delible dye, which could be 
used as a clue by an officer 
later .” 

In his proposal, Hertel 
asked the two county com- 
mittees to consider ap- 
propriating nearly $2,200 for 
research of the weapon. 

THE FUNDS will be used to 
train several officers in the 
weapon’s jses and to purchase 
six weapons. The county 
already has six weapons on 
hand, but has not used them to 
date. 

“At Commissioner Bertel's 
suggestion, we’d like to take 
training in the use of the 
weapon and test its 
capabilities,” explained 
Pitlman. 

The sheriff’s department 
plans a demonstration of the 
weapon within the week for 
commissioners on the two 
committees.

Studded tires 
are now illegal 

Motorists in Michigan still using studded tires in the 
operation of their vehicles are reminded by Col. John R. 
Plants, State Police director, that the lawful seasonal period 
for such use expired Tuesday, May l. 

Failure to remove such tires from vehicle use can result in 
ticketing by police for a traffic law r \iolation and subject to 
the penalty related to conviction on this misdemeanor 
charge. 

With annual vehicle inspection programs resuming by 
many police departments in Michigan this spring, Plants 
pointed out that illegal use of studded tires will be one of the 
first items checked by officers. He emphasized that there can 
be arrest for this violation by regular police patrols 
anywhere after the legal use deadline, not just at inspection 
locations. 

Present Michigan law provides for legal use of studded 
motor vehicle tires between Nov. 1 of one year and May 1 of 
the following year. 

Under legislative consideration are proposals to prohibit 
the use of studded tires in the state.

At its May 3 meeting, the 
commissioners unanimously 
directed its legal counsel to 
challenge the present 
structure of the seven- 
member authority board in 
court on grounds that it 
violates the “one-man, one- 
vote” principle.” 

The HCMA consists of one 
member appointed by the 
board of commissioners of 
each county, plus two at-large 
members appointed by the 
governor. 

Wayne County has two 
representatives on the HCMA 
board: county appointed 
William E. Kreger and 
governor appointed Kurt R 
Key del of Detroit. 

The commissioners are 
challenging the structure of 
the authority board because of 
growing resentment over the 
authority s plans to develop 
parks in out-lying areas, while 
contending it does not have 
funds for close - in projects 
such as the Belle Isle 
acquisition, a county 
spokesman said. 

“Our contention is that we 
donT have to pay on a basis of 
the U S. Supreme Court 
decision regarding one-man, 
one-vote, “Commissioner 
Paul Silver of Detroit said. 
“The present structure of the 
authority voard violates the 
principle of proportionate 
representation and amounts to 
taxation without represen- 
tation.” 

ACCORDING to reports, 
Wayne County has 59 per cent 
of the population in the five- 
county area and contributes 56 
percent of the HCMA millage. 
but has 26.8 per cent of the 
authority’s park land located 
within its boundaries. 

Authority director Laidlaw 
said. "The proportion of 
visitors from Wayne County is 
more than one-half of our 
annual total users and roughly 
commensurate with the 
money coming to the authority 
from the people In Wayne 
County.” 

The HCMA has proposed an 
expansion program of the 
redevelopment and operation 
of Belle Isle and development 
of three new Metroparks at 
the time they requested an 
additional one-quarter mill in 
property tax revenue. The tax 
increase w'as defeated in 
August, 1972.

of faith

LANSING-It didn’t take a bolt of sunshine from the 
heavens to inspire the critics of politics and government who 
are now left with only their cynicism to guide them. 

Tawdry events at every level have erased that thin line 
between show biz and the public’s business. 

Detroit policemen are swept up in a heroin dragnet, the 
Watergate scandal erupts daily with new and more melon- 
choly disclosures and Gov. William G Milliken is washing 
his hands like crazv 

Police Commissioner John Nichols expresses happiness 
that his people found criminals in their midst. President 
Nixon is trying to save some credibility and Milliken scoffs at 
any comparison with Watergate. 

THE APPEARANCE thus becomes more critical than the 
substance and the con inflicted on the prople less important 
than the 20-second spot on the 6 o’clock news. 

So the policemen will be investigated and brought to ac- 
count by other policemen, Nixon allowed his top men to 


resign and Milliken is counting on a new ethics commission to 
clear the air 

Milliken will appoint the commission to. among other 
pieties, check into the financial holdings of his own staff, then 
make reports to him The results will not be publicized or 
made available 

Anybody who doesn’t submit a financial statement will be 
filed. Milliken said 

BUT MILLIKEN said he saw nothing wrong in the first 
place with his former chief of staff. Don Gordon, earning 
$19,000 a year from three major utilities while working for 
him as a private consultant at $6,000 

Gordon, however, in another case abruptly resigned from 
the statecivil service commission and Milliken’s new chief of 
staff, William N. Hettiger, severed his innocent ties with a 
Huntington Woods municipal consulting firm which did 
business with local governments and obliquely with the state 

The first question is whether Milliken, the sole judge of his 
staff's conflict or non-conflict of interests, will overlook 
similar proclivities in others that he found proper in Gordon 
and Hettiger 


And the second is wherther Gordon’s professional 
retraction and Hettiger’s renouncement of his consulting 
Ixisiness came because they could see something wrong that 
escaped Milliken or because politics is show biz. 

MILLIKEN THANKED democracy for providing a free 
press to keep watch over political and governmental figures, 
including himself, to remind him when he wasn’t paying 
enough attention 

Now :12 legislators, five Senators and 27 House members, 
have signed a vote-of-confidence proclamation circulated by 
Rep. Dale Warner. R-Eaton Rapids, which says in part: 

I ( Warner > know he has been making a solid effort to 
build public confidence in government and I would be very 
saddened if his good efforts were to be thwarted because of 
the current spate of news stories.” 

This implies, of course, that the bearer of the tidings should 
lx* tagged out at second base while Milliken is heralding him 
as the Player of the Year. 

AS A SECONDARY target, the staffs of both Nixon and 
Milliken are under attack bv implication for victimizing the 


boss Both deny knowledge of anything wrong until the 
cooked oatmeal hit the fan 

Both acknowledge responsibility when the buck finally 
stops but... 

ro his credit, Milliken has been ahead of Nixon in clearing 
the air. though much of the smog of cynicism-which Milliken 
has been deploring for two years-remains The text of 
Warner’s telegram: 

We assert our faith and trust in you as a gentleman of 
great integrity and as a governor of great ability We look 
forward to continued close cooperation with you throughout 
the 77lh legislature as we strive together for a better state for 

every citizen.’’ 

KIR SOME REASON, there were no signatures of 
Democrats, who control the House 60 to 50 and deadlock the 
Senate 19 to 19. 

Even if some of the questions are answered and Milliken is 
allow ed to march onward and upward to that great ballot box 
in the sky. there will always remain thequestion: 

What is the choice between the white knight and the Avon

Parks for everyone 
rates top priority 


Let us hope the hassle over “park 
representation” will not force the closing of 
parks for the lack of funds... and the 
development of future park sites in Western 
Wayne County. 

Though we seriously doubt the decision 
handed down last week by the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners is an iron-clad edict, 
the ‘very nature of the threat clouds 
metropark planning for the summer months 
ahead. 

Members of the county board contend their 
action was necessary to force the Huron- 
Clinton Metropark Authority to give Wayne 
County a “better representation” on the 
board. 

In a motion adopted by the board, the 
commission warns it will cut off the county’s 
millage to the Metropark Authority, and 
indicated it would initiate legal action to 
secure ‘‘appropriate Wayne County 
representation on the governing park board 
consistent with the principal of one-man one- 
vote...” 

While the commissioners may have acted in 
good faith, in looking out for the interests of 
Wayne County residents, they at the same 
time displayed positive planning by ap- 
proving the purchase of 2,500 acres of land for 
development of a “Western Parkway.” 
That's where the conflict arises. One vote 


says no funds, then another moves to pur- 
chase land for park development accessible 
to Western Wayne County residents. 

The move to secure additional park land in 
Western Wayne County is commendable, but 
that gesture is meaningless based on the 
board’s no-fund warning to the Metropark 
Authority. 

It the/eadersbip 0 l the board has fallen into 
the hands of non-Wayne County governing 
units of government -then redress should’ be 
directed to the proper state authority. 

But to charge that Wayne County residents 
aren’t getting their fair share is an unfair 
indictment. Prime existing park land sites 
are hard to find in Wayne County— probably 
the most populous county in the nation. 

Wayne County’s two representatives on the 
Park Authority are Kurt R. Keydel and 
William E. Kreger; while Oakland. 
Washtenaw, and Livingston counties have one 
representative each — with the two 
remaining authority members coming from 
Macomb County. 

Instead of squabbling over greater 
representation, or to be more blunt, control, 
we urge the Board of Commissioners to 
rescind their “no fund” resolution and join 
the authority at improving and bettering park 
projects for the entire Park Authority region 

Western Wayne County included.

TANZANIA - They come to Tanzania 
in their identical uniforms and peaked caps aboard Chinese 
ships and march off like assembly line workers on the way to 
their jobs. 

They are Red Chinese workmen with the mission of the 
Communist world on their shoulders. 

Not since the heyday of colonial expansion has the am- 
bition of a major power to gain a new sphere of influence 
been more dramatically evident than in Tanzania today. 

But today s invaders are drab and colorless by comparison 
with the military ostentation and ceremonial pomp of the 
cold, colonial forces Their objective, too is less obvious and 
their patience is greater. 

THEY ARE THE thousands of Red Chinese workers, 
military advisors and technicians w'ho are sent to w ork on the 
Tanzanian railway, build factories, train the army and 
liberation fighters, build radio stations, and lead an 
agricultural revolution 



This is the old infiltration technique of the Communist 
powers, now assigned to drive a yellow wedge into the 
eastern side of Africa. This technique is a turnabout from the 
over -zealous ness of the past. 

It is a back-to-the-drawing board tactic of Peking after its

setback in 1965 when Premier Chou En Lai described Africa 
as ripe for revolution The African nations quickly ousted 
Chou’s diplomats. 

Now the Red Chinese have made a spectacular comeback 
and wield the diplomatic upper hand over Russia in Tan- 
zania, Zambia, the Congo, Somalia, Sudan, and Mauritius. 

ZAIRE IS STILL an open diplomatic battlefield with 
President Mobuto flip-flopping to keep his options open to the 
west. The United States last year provided 70 per cent of 
Zaire s foreign aid. 

But Red China is still in the diplomatic ascendance in 
Africa, despite the late surge from Russia to re-establish 
relations with Uganda, while tending its other priorities in 
the Middle East, the Near East, the Mediterranean, the Red 
Sea. and Indian Ocean 

The Soviet Union is using Cuba as a cat’s paw- for sub- 
version in Africa. 

Red China s success is in the frontal approach and iden- 
tification with the indigenous population The Russians first 
create a proletariat, then foster revolution. 

TODAY. THE RUSSIANS are still employing the ideology 
ind tactics of Lenin But ideology does not fill hungry bellies 
and this is where the Chinese have found their opportunity 

The Chinese identify readily with the people because, 
inlike the Russians and other aid-givers, they come as poor 
people themselves, nonwhites whose ow-n country is 
developing 

But their cold calculations in Africa are based on eight 
principles Aid is not charity; no strings are attached, no 
claims of privilege are attached to grants or other forms of 
aid. loans are either interest free or at very low rates. 
Peking’s aid should help lead toward economic in 
dependence; low investment-high yield projects are favored 
and the best Chinese materials are furnished at current in- 
ternational prices 

CHINA'S GOALS are to become a spokesman for the 
nonaligned world, to become the dominant influence in 
Africa in the fight against imperialism and to lead the 
struggle against the “racist south” t Africa) 

A Chinese army document explains it 

•‘The center of anti-colonial struggle is Africa The center 
of the struggle between east and west is Africa At present, 
.Africa is the central question in the world ” 


The Chinese are cashing in on the prestige of President 
Nixon’s visit to Peking, a gain for them in the great global 
game they are playing against their big neighbors, the Soviet 
Union and Japan, as well as the whole western world 
One of the reasons for Peking's success is the ploy against 
the hot diplomacy of Russia, a concept of supporting African 
governments rather than assisting subversives. 

ANOTHER PEKING plus is the general debunking of the 
Soviet technique by those with the most experience of them 
all - the Egyptians, who kicked them out twoyears ago. 

Russians lost face in the Sudan and were ousted after they 
supported an abortive coup, withheld spares from their 
military equipment, and tried to plant their people in the 
military 

China’s support for the expulsion of superpower navies 
from Ihe Mediterranean has helped it in the northern areas 
Tunisia, once on bad terms with the Chinese, sent its foreign 
minister to Peking and he got a $40 million loan. 

China has linked itself with the Sudan as part of the 
threatening pattern in the horn of Africa and the strategic 
northwest Indian Ocean. Somalia has encouraged Chinese 
aid teams 

IN ETHOPIA. the U.S. base at Asmara and the Russian 
presence is balanced off by Chinese teams checking on the 
use of an $80 million loan granted in 1971 and Ethopian 
Airlines has started service to Shanghai. 

Maritius is getting a jumbo airport from China, described 
as a lure for tourists, but Peking views it as a foothold on the 
Indian Ocean 

In the Central African region, China, has nailed down trade 
agreements with both Rw anda and Burmundi. And Zaire has 
normalized relations with Peking, closing the geo-political 
gap with Tanzania and with the Congo China has reopened 
relations with Ghana and has signed trade and aid 
agreements with Nigeria and the Cameroun 
Clearly the Red Chinese influence is running a widening 
skein through Africa, stressing foreign relations and trade, 
but it also supports the arms struggle against Portugal, 
Rhodesia, and South Africa 

The U.S. policy naively suggests that the emerging African 
nations can preserve their own independence. European 
nations add to the vacuum by retreating from colonialism 
without substituting for it 

China is increasingly dominant in Africa in the 1970’s, a 
turnaround from African reliance on Russia in the 1%0’s 
Russia is deeply preoccupied with global strategy, evidenced 
by the endless talks of disarmament, arms limitation, 
alliances, and agreements 

And as Chinese involvement grows, it is increasingly 
difficult for the African states to resist the economic and 
political tenades 

So Ihe quiet invasion continues, the little men in Mao 
uniforms and peaked caps come to Dar-es-Salaam

Convert garage to family room 


A young couple from 
Arlington Heights, Illinois, 
needed a family room 
desperately, but did not have 
the funds for an addition. 

Necessity being the 
mother of invention, this 
husband and wife team 
decided to convert the two- 
car garage into a family 
room which could be used for 
at least eight months of the 
year without any expensive 
alterations — it could be 
used even longer in a more 
southerly location.

The 
garage door was 
camouflaged by brightly 
striped enamel in parrot 


green, oyster white, and 
sunny yellow 

Low cost linoleum was 
taped to the concrete floor 
which had first been cleaned 
with one of the new cement 
cleaning compounds. 

The linoleum rolls up to be 
stored in the basement or 
attic during the coldest 
months 

A gaily striped awning 
fabric makes an attractive 
tent canopy over the side 
door Anyone with a sewing 
machine and a heavy duty 
needle designed for leather 
can achieve this effect; best 
thread to use would be heavy 
duty carpet or button. 

IN THIS family room, a 
combination of campaign 
chests, stacking cubes, desks 
and semaniers are used in 
white, blue, yellow and green 
— the four basic colors found 
in the striped awning 
material. 

In a view of the completed 
room, a lucky totem pole 
greets guests as they come 


through the tented entrance. 

To the right of the en- 
trance, two 30-inch white 
chests are joined to make an 
attractive storage area for 
family games, while serving 
as a television and lamp 
table, too. 

The electric fireplace is 
easily installed and warms 
the comfortable con- 
versation area on chilly 
Chicago-land evenings. The 
easy-care white vinyl sofa is 
sparked with cushions 
covered in a wider-striped 
version of the tented en- 
trance material. 

FOR CONTRAST, and an 
eclectic effect, arrowback 
side chairs stand ready for 
games and cards at any 
time.

OCA recommends that 
citizens help forestall such 
measures — and save money 
at the same time — by 
developing good fuel con- 
servation habits 

AMONG THEM: 

— Regulating heating 
systems at the lowest ac- 
ceptable setting i even only 
two or three degrees lower 
than usuaO and maintaining 
a steady temperature level. 

— Reducing use of elec- 
tricity during the late af- 
ternoon and early evening, 
so that pow er companies can 
conserve fuel needed to 
generate electricity. 

— Turning off heat in 
unused rooms. 

— Making sure that 
heating equipment is in good 
operating order. 

— Improving insulation in 
attics, and around doors and 
windows. 

WHILE SUCH measures 
may seem minimal in 
combating a critical coun- 
try-wide problem, they are, 
in fact, basic — and effective 
— fuel conservation 
measures. Window 7 in- 
sulation is a good example. 

Some windows, such as 
ponderosa pine units with, 
factory-applied weather- 
stripping and insulating 
glass, are “natural" in- 
sulators.

As a 
bonus for homeowners, they 
also guard against messy 
condensation. 

Engineering studies testify 
to wood windows’ insulating 
qualities: 

— When wood and metal 
sash windows of the same 
size were exposed to outdoor 
temperatures of 20 degrees, 
the inside of the wood sash 
registered 59 degrees. The 
inside of the metal sash 
dropped to 32 degrees. 

Wood windows with 80 
per cent glass areas lost 22 
per cent less heat than metal 
sash windows of the same 
size 

— Use of weatherstripping 
in wood sash windows can 
cut heating costs by up to 24 
per cent for an average five- 
room house. 

Weatherstripped wood 
windows with insulating 
glass stay free of con- 
densation at 30 degrees 
below zero. Condensation 
will form on metal sash 
windows in temperatures of 
20 above.

Spring and warmer 
weather - the chance to get 
out and see people — also 
means large household 
gatherings, good talk, good 
food and a friendly drink or 
two. 

Sound like fun? 

Beware of the dangers of 
house parties and be aware 
of your liability exposures, 
warns the Insurance In- 
formation Institute. If one of 
your guests is injured you 
’might face a suit and 
possibly a whopping damage 
award 

Indoor parties w ? ith throw- 
rug covered floors and patio 
or backyard get-togethers 
with pets left on the prowl 
present danger. The amount 
of alcohol consumed by your 
guests may magnify these 
problems. 

IF YOU OWN one of the 
nation's 65 million domestic 
dogs and cats, it’s not dif- 
ficult to imagine one of your 
guests being bitten or 
scratched. 

To make matters worse, 
“Tom Collins’’ and good old 
‘Bloody Mary’’ have a way 
of convincing a guest that he 
is an animal’s best friend or 
an acrobat capable of in- 
tricate stunts. 

The point is. if a guest is 
injured in your home and you 
are found responsible, you 
may be required to make 
him “whole" again — that is 
pay for his injuries, replace 
any lost income and com 
pensate him for his pain and 
suffering 

The homeowners in- 
surance policy — also 
available to persons renting 
apartments — provides 
insurance protection for the 
homeowner or tenant who is 
found legally liable for a 
person’s injuries or damage 
to his property. 

In addition to paying 
damage awards up to the 
limits provided in a policy 
(usually $25,000), the policy 
provides the homeowner’s 
legal defense if he is sued 
Also, the policy pays an 
injured person’s medical 
bills, usually up to $500 or 
$1,000. regardless of w ho was 
at fault for the injury. 

IT SHOULD be noted that 
the homeowners and tenants 
policies do not provide 
coverage for claims arising 


from a party conducted 
solely for business reasons, 
the Institute said. 

In other words: 

—your boss present at 
your fourth of July barbeque 
would present no problem, 
but 

—the presence of your boss 
and the board of directors of 
a client or prospective client 
could lead to some 
discussion with your in- 
surance company as to the 
intent of the party. 

Above all. says the In- 
stitute, if you are a frequent 
party giver, observe these 
simple rules: 

—lock up or restrain all 
pets before the party starts. 
Don’t find yourself saying, 
“he’s usually a friendly dog” 
to a badly bitten ex-friend as 
he phones his lawyer. 

—always provide good 
food — and plenty of it — at a 
party. Alcohol on an empty 
stomach, or mixed with 
spicy hors d'oeuvres is 
simply asking for trouble. 

A NON-DRINKING 
bartender can be helpful He 
can at least try to discourage 
overzealous drinkers or at 
least water down their 
drinks as the party wears 
along 

Make the last part of the 
evening a dance contest, a 
card or word game — any 
form of entertainment w hich 
can lengthen the time bet- 
ween ‘one for the road’ and 
the actual key in the ignition.

Pool and garden parties, 
patio dinners and those 
traditional family barbecues 
are the order of the day. No 
decorations are more ap- 
propriate than fresh flowers 
and green plants. 

To set off floral designs 
with a summer flavor and 
seasonal informality, ex- 
perts note that imagination 
in the use of containers can 
keynote that sought-after 
look.

Asparagus, Michigan’s 
earliest spring vegetable crop, 
will soon be on the market 
The straight green spears are 
emerging through the sandy 
loam soils, primarily in 
Berrien, Van Buren, Oceana 
and Allegan counties. 

Michigan ranks third 
nationally in asparagus 
production. Last year. 10.900 
tons of the crisp tender 
vegetable, grown on 14,500 
acres of farmland, were worth 
nearly $6 million, according to 
the Michigan Department of 
Agriculture. 

Most of Michigan’s 
asparagus is sold to 
processors for canning and 
freezing; only about six 
percent is sold fresh. Much of 
the crop is harvested by hand 
but extensive efforts are being 
made to mechanize. Har- 


vesting generally ends by the 
last of June 

When buying fresh 
asparagus, look for closed, 
compact lips and smooth 
green spears. Wash the 
vegetable thoroughly. The 
stalks may be scrubbed gently 
with a vegetable brush 

To cook whole fresh 
asparagus, tie the stalks into a 
bundle with a band of foil and 
stand upright in about one 
inch of boiling salted water in 
a deep pan. Cover the pan and 
cook until the stalks are just 
tender when pierced w f ith a 
fork Cooking time is usually 
about 10 to 20 minutes. 

There are many tempting 
ways to serve this vegetable. 
Try pouring a lemon-butter 
sauce or a hollandaise sauce 
over hot asparagus 


YPSILANTI. MICH —Special commemorative 
medallions struck for the Ypsilanti Sesquicentennial 
year will go on sale this month. 

The medallions, in high relief and approximately the 
size of a silver dollar, are being struck in sterling silver 
and in antique bronze. All pieces will be individually 
numbered, from 1 through 200 for the silver and 1 
through 3.000 for the bronze 

James K Baker of Ypsilanti, a member of the 
Sesquicentennial Celebration Committee, designed the 
medallion The silver pieces are $15 each, the bronze 
ones, $3 each. 

THE FACE OF THE PIECE features the busts of 
Demetrius Ypsilanti, the Greek revolutionary hero 
after whom the community is named, and Benjamin 
Woodruff, who in 1823 settled Woodruff’s Grove, the 
settlement renamed Ypsilanti a few years later The 
number “150” in honor of the community’s 150th an- 
niversary is also on the face, along with the individual 
serial number 

On the reverse side are the dates of the major 
Sesquicentennial celebration, June 30, through July 8. 
and the Ypsilanti area’s most prominent landmark, a
